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Description

The Missouri Foundation for Health invests in low-income communities across
Missouri to reduce risk factors and the prevalence of two preventable causes of
chronic disease and death: tobacco use and obesity.

Description

St. Louis Effort for AIDS implements the Care Navigation Team model, an Access to
Care program targeting ethnic minorities, primarily African Americans, diagnosed
with HIV/AIDS in St. Louis City or County who do not have current evidence of HIV
care.

The Full Employment Council Young Adult Program is helping disconnected young
adults to make educational gains, benefit from a paid internship, and ultimately
transition to unsubsidized employment while continuing their educational
activities.

Through Catholic Charities of Kansas City — St. Joseph, the SIF Young Adult
Program is helping disconnected young adults to make educational gains, benefit
from a paid internship, and ultimately transition to unsubsidized employment
while continuing their educational activities.

Knox County Community Center is improving health through affordable and
accessible evidence-based physical activity, health promotion, and tobacco
cessation intervention programs.

The Independence City Health Department is working with city departments and
community partners to increase accessibility to safe places for physical activity,
and promote healthy choices in high-risk, low-income areas of Independence.

The Health Care Coalition of Lafayette County is improving the county's overall
health by decreasing tobacco use and exposure to tobacco, increasing access to
healthy, fresh food, and encouraging active and healthy lifestyles.

Heartland Foundation addresses food access and physical activity at the
elementary school level, and promotes and expands the use of trails, hiking and
biking routes and other outdoor recreation facilities.

The Healthy Living Alliance is reducing obesity and tobacco use by building a
sustainable culture of wellness in 15 low-income schools and work sites in the
Springfield area.

Putnam County Health Department is increasing the number of businesses with
tobacco-free policies, increasing improvements for walkability and bikeability, and
providing education on Complete Streets policies to reduce chronic disease rates in
Putnam County.
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
